The Executive Comraittee was, there-

and Vice President of the United 
States. General J. B. Weaver, General 
J. G. Field, Senator Marion Butler, 
Congressman Bell and others were ap- 
pointed a committee of conference to 
carry the resolution into effect, and 
the result is that the two conventions 
will meet at St. Louis, July 22d. 


The People's party convention will 


consist of ],300 delegates and the con- 
vention called by the Washington con- 
ference will consist of 1,258 delegates.
